In an effort to find good homes for the overabundance of wild horses and burros on public 
lands, the new program will pay qualified adopters $1,000 to help cover the expenses 
associated with caring for horses and burros. Program savings for the BLM could reach 
up to $49,000 per horse, a 98 percent saving for taxpayers. 

"Incentive payments for wild horse and burro adoptions have been researched by PERC 
scholars, and we are excited about how this program can benefit wild horses and burros, 
our rangelands, and taxpayers," said Brian Yablonski, PERC's executive director.
